He is a friend of President Diaz and

Garment Workers in Chicago 
Engage in Rioting. 


Police Forced to Use Harsh 
M easures With Mobs. 


Two Tailor Shops Partially 
Wrecked by Strikers.

Four-Foot Fall Proves Fatal to Man 
Who Had Survived Ballets of Rob- 
bers and Indians,

ALTON (Ills.) Jan. 24.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) George Hartig, 62 years 
old, regarded since his childhood as a 
sort of second Achilles, was killed to- 
day under circumstaknces that gave 
to the end of his strange career a 
striking resemblance to the fabled 
story of the Trojan hero.

GRAND JURY REPORT. 

The report of the grand jury, filed 
today in the Superior Court, is a 
short document devoid of sensational 
features, A few minor recommenda- 
tions are made as to repairs at the

grand jury recommended that 
there be no increase in the salary of 
any county officer or addition of any 
deputies except the Tax Colector and 
judge of the Superior Court. 

The total receipts from all sources 
for the past year were $1,347,201.483, and 
the disbursements were  $1,050,969.83, 
leaving $296,232 available cash the first 
of the year. General road claims 
amounting to $63,000 have been paid 
in the year, besides approximately 
$108,000 paid from the funds of the 
five road districts for work on the 
county highways. 

WANT WATER BONDS. 

A petition is being circulated today 
asking that an election be called to 
vote bonds for the purchase of a 
domestic water system for the city of 
Riverside. The plan suggested pro- 
vides for the appointment of a com- 
(mittee fram the officers and directors 
of the Riverside Water Company, 
which will confer with committees to 
be named by the Business Mens’ As- 
sociation and Chamber of Commerce. 
‘It is proposed that these committees 
imeet in joint session to decide 
whether or not it would be feasible to 
eall for an election and to vote bonds 
before the new bond issue of the Riv- 
erside Water Company in 1912.

bowed her proud head and outstretched her 
arms for help. 

It came to her in such unstinted measure 
as was never before known in the history 
of civilized man. Food by the wagonload, 
by the carload, by the trainload, was sent 
from north and south and east and deposited 
upon the wharves and in the warehouses 
that the fire had spared. Money not by 
thousands but by millions of dollars was 
telegraphed to her relief committee for gen- 
eral use, and other millions was sent by 
mail to individuals. The great heart of the 
nation went out to San Francisco. From 
Bangor to Key West, from the Sierras to the 
Atlantic, the response to San Francisco's 
cry was general and mighty. 

The earthquake and the earthquake fire 
had consumed the property and: paralyzed 
the industries of a city of 400,000 people, but 
it left them their indomitable hearts. Up 
from the ashes of her desolation San Fran- 
cisco arose like a giant wounded, but not 
killed, and the work of reconstruction was 
begun. For a time it proceeded without 
obstruction or delay. Houses that had 
escaped the fire were transformed into tem- 
porary workshops and- stores and forges 
and factories. The center of business was 
moved northward for a mile or more, and 
Oakland and Berkeley and Alameda had 
their population trebled. 

San Francisco's calamity was Industrial 
Despotism's opportunity, and the marauders 
who hang on the skirts of great battles to 
rob the wounded did not long delay to avail 
themselves of the chance to plunder. Closed 
shop labor unions were hastily but effective- 
ly organized. The most. drastic methods 
known were adopted. Such labor leaders as 
Tvietmoe, Gallagher and McCarthy—the 
most grasping and conscienceless triumvi- 
rate of foreigners that ever cursed Am n 
laborers with their domination—seized the 
chance to riot upon the foreed contributions 
of their victims. They mounted upon the 
shoulders of honest labor as the Old Man 
of the Sea mounted upon the shoulders of 
Sinbad, and they have ridden and driven 
Sinbad almost to his rfin. 

When the Panama Canal Exposition was 
projected the splendid courage and enter- 
prise exhibited by the people of San Fran-" 
cisco in rebuilding that city appealed so 
powerfully to the rest of the country that 
the voice of the East, of the Middle West, 
and of the Northwest, as expressed in their 
hewspapers, and at public and private gath- 
erings, was in favor of locating the great 
fair theré rather than at New Orleans. 

But it soon became known that if the ex- 
position should be located at the Bay City 
its conduct, its control, the employment of 
every mechanic who should be engaged to 
construct its buildings, of every workman 
who should unpack the exhibits sent there, 
of every engineer and fireman and skilled 
laborer working in or about the exposition 
would fall into the hands of the closed 
shop labor leaders and that no workman 
who did not join their band and contribute 
to the upbuilding of their fortunes would be 
permitted to lift a pick, or lay a brick, or 
solder a pipe, or drive a nail, or pull a 
throttle valve, or paint or plaster a wall, or 
unveil a painting or state, or unroll a car- 
pet, or unpack a case of goods, within the 
exposition grounds. 

Then the ardor of the people of com- 
munities not cursed with closed shop indus- 
trial slavery abated, their friendship began 
to cool, and they said, “It may be better to 
send the exposition to New Orleans where 
industrial freedom prevails.” 

That was San Francisco’s opportunity 
to secure the exposition and to secure her 
industrial future for all time by emanci- 
pating herself from the rule of the labor 
thugs. It was no time for inactivity, for 
dawdling, for “letting I dare not wait upon 
I would.” Her merchants and manufac- 
turers, and home owners and non-union la- 
borers should have arisen in their might 
and wrenched the clutch of Tvietmoe, Me- 
Carthy, Gallagher and their walking dele- 
gate band of thieves and rufflans from her 
throat. This they have the power to do. 
That they have not done so is a crime— 
“worse than a crime, a blunder.” 

it is not yet too late, but it is the eleventh 
hour. In a few days Congress will determine 
whether the exposition shall be indorsed for 
San Francisco or for New Orleans. If the 
Legisiature now in session shall this week 
pass an act guaranteeing industrial freedom 
at the Panama Exposition, San Francisco 
will still win. If the people of San Fran- 
cisco shall promptly bring a legitimate 
pressure upon the Legislature to pass such 
an act it will be passed. |

RE LAWYERS HONEST? 

Uninformed or unthinking people some- 
times suggest that lawyers are less honest 
and less honorable than the members of 
other professions, avocations or trades; that 
the path that leads to success in a lawsuit 
is more tortuous than a similar path in med- 
icine, letters, mechanics, agriculture or com- 
merce, and that capacity to lie and a deter- 
mination to acquire without regard to moral 
obligations are essential qualifications for 
prominence at the bar. 

The truth is that than the legal profession 
there is no business in the world better cal- 
culated to make men cultivate the loftiest 
integrity and the nicest sense of honor. The 
study of law is a study of the rules of right 
and justice. In learning the _ principles 
elucidated by the great jurists, both of the 
past and the present century, the most ob- 
tuse mind cannot but receive some por 
tion of the spirit of exact justice which anl- 
mated them, while a person with dishonest 
inclinations will not, fail to take notice of 
the immense difficulties which beset the

every man isn’t very good.” “Out of the 
mouths of babes cometh forth wisdom.” 
Some farmers will put the largest straw- 

tries on the top of the box, and the largest 
availiable rock in the middle of the hay bale. 
There are miners who will fill their pockets 
with high grade ore. The carpenter will file 
and sharpen his tools'in his employer's time. 
One hundred and ten pound girls will stuff 
up to one hundred and forty pounds. Vet- 
erinary surgeons will claim to be doctors. 
Clergymen will care more for their salaries 
than for the souls of their hearers, and edi- 
tors will write “leaders” with a cyclopedia 
before them. 

The legal profession furnishes from 
among its members as smal!, if not smaller, 
percentage of trust-betrayers, Crooks, and 
advantagetakers as any other avocation, 
and jests at the integrity of lawyers are 
out of place. 

After the earthquake fire a law book pub- 
lishing house in San Francisco found that 
its books and accounts had been utterly de- 
stroyed. Lawyers all the way from Seattle 
to San Diego were its debtors. It pub- 
lished an advertisement stating its loss, and 
asking those who knew themselves to be in- 
debted to it to forward a memorandum 
showing the amount of their indebtedness. 
It received within a fortnight acknowledg- 
ments of indebtedness from every one of its 
debtors, and some even went so far as to 
pay what they owed whether due or not. 


HE LOSSES OF SAN FRANCISCO. 

The right of every citizen—whether an 
,Owner of property or not—to participate 
equally in the choice Of public officers, is es- 


tion, but is a part of the vital principle 
inherent in representative Republican gov- 
ernment, and no lover of the freedom and 
prosperity of his country would wish to have 
such right abrogated. 3 

“Honor,” says Montesquieu in his “Spirit 
of Laws,” “is the breath of a kingdom,” but 
“virtue is the life of a republic.” In the 
earlier days of our country, when we had 
government by town meetings, when “none 
were for a party and all were for the 
State,” no injustice was worked by univer- 
sal suffrage, but at the present day, in a 
community where vast and complex proper 
ty interests exist, it needs that the voter 
should have a clear head and an honest 
heart to comprehend and to perform the 
duty that he owes to the community in 
which he lives. In rural districts and urban 
towns a majority of the voters are taxpay- 
ers; in cities of the size of Los Angeles and 
San Francisco the contrary is the case. In 
the Bay wity, especially, only a fraction of 
the voters have their names upon the as- 
sessment roll, and the result is that the tax 
inflicting power and tne power to expend 
the tax money is in the hands of those who 
contribute nothing to the support of the 
government, or to the discharge of the in- 
debtedness they may vote to create. The 
proletariat, as they are sometimes desig- 
nated, who occupy the slums, are men who 
have no families, who have no property, and 
who are often idle and dissolute. As a rule 
they possess no sense of civic responsibility, 
and they can change their residences to an- 
other State without loss or inconvenience. 
Yet in San Francisco this class of men 
elected McCarthy to the mayoralty. They 
named the county officers, and sent men of 
their own class or men who abased them- 
selves to their level, as representatives to 
the Legislature. Against this Goth and 
Vandal invasion the good citizens of San 
Francisco seem to be as helpless as were 
the Romans when Attila—‘the scourge of 
God"—and his legions swept down upon 
the imperial city. 

To pass from generalities to special in- 
stances the official returns show that since 
1906 the manufactures .of San Francisco. 
have decreased year by year, until now, ac- 
cording to the report of the president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, William L. Gerstle, 
San Francisco has but 30 per cent. of what 
she had four years ago. Mr. Gerstle says: 

“We have the harbor, the climate, trans- 
portation facilities, capital and cheap fuel—- 
in fact, everything requisite to & manufac- 


have not had the courage in San Francisco 
to enforce the open shop principle which 
prevails in our competitive cities. I have 
long urged that our manufacturers and 
merchants take a strong hand on the ques- 
tion of the open shop. In making this state- 
ment I am not criticising union labor. They 
have their rights and are an element of 
great good, but I do not admit that they are 
the only people with the right to earn a 
living. Unorganized labor has equal rights, 
and the price of labor should be regulated, 
like everything else, by supply and demand. 
We must get together and stay together. 
Otherwise, all the money and energy spent 
on rebuilding San Francisco is practically 
wasted. K would have been, far better to 
have saved what we could out of the wreck

Port- 
land and Los Angeles have oth enforced 
the open shop, and it is a fact that both of 
these cities, due to their courage in working 
under open shop principles, are growing day 
by day in manufacturing importance.” 

Los Angeles has her own trade empire, 
and it is ample enough to satisfy her every 
ambition, and strain her every effort to 
meet its great and increasing demands. Los 
Angeles will hail with joy the overthrow of 
the Tvietmoe-Gallagher-McCarthy gang. of 
laborite leaders, and the establishment of 
industrial freedom in “the warder of two 
continents.” It is certain that such indus- 
trial freedom must come, or else San Fran- 
cisco will continue to diminish in population 
and wealth, her skyscrapers will 
serted, and her homes tenantless, for capi- 
tal and industry will fly from industrial des- 
potism asfrom “the pestilence that walketh 
at noonday.”

with open ad notorious defiance. 
William Frederickson, the Southern 
California golf champion, maintaing a 
dangerous and beligerent attitude. He 
eays he doesn’t use a Schenectady 
putter; but he would, if he wanted to. 
I admit that I went forth with a 
faint beart and misgivings of spirit to 
look into this matter of the Schenec- 
tady putter. I was disappointed. It 
doesn't look fierce cnough It looks 
merely like an ordinary tame barn- 
yard golf club with the handle grow- 
ing amidships instead of at the stern 


It appears that Walter J. Travis 
used one of them when he won the 
golf championship from the Britishers 
and the roar not only went around the 
world, but resulted in the “Royal and 
Ancient Ciub of St. Andrews,” barring 
the further employment of the instru- 


ment. 
WHAT TO DO. 

Now the question is whether the 
United S@tates Golf Association should 
follow suit. Charles Blair Macdonald, 
the well-known golfing statesman, ap- 
pears for the affirmative and Mr. 
Travis naturally for the negative. 

To bolster up his case, Mr. Travis, 
as. every golfer knows, has obtained 
thé following statement from Presi- 
dent Taft: 

“I think the restriction imposed by 
st. Andrews is too narrow. I think 
putting with the Schenectady putter 
is sportsmaniike and gives no undue 
advantage.” 

In the circumstances, I think Ed 
Tufts will vote for a Democrat in 1912. |

I asked him about this seandalous 
putter, “a man who would Use a 
Schenectady putter wwould a golf 
ball with his foot.”

This early father was named Sophro- 
nius Eusebius Hieronymus, but is al- 
ways called St. Jerome, his last nate. 
His parents were persons of account in 
Rome, and the boy received a good 
education. He was a student of nature, 
and in ‘is youth he began to gather a 
library for himeelf by copying manu- 


scripts Im the great libraries. ife spent 
his time in study and travel, iittle 
dreatning what his learning would 


mean to many generations after him. 

During a serious iliness he became 
convinced that he was wasting his life. 
Ite decided thereafter to give up most 
of the things which he had always en- 
Jjoyed; to give up even his beloved 
booke, excepting those of religious na- 
ture. He went into the deserts of Chal- 
cis, as a hermit, .nd with a converted 
_Jew perfected himself in Hebrew. 

Jerome's reputation for learning and 
piety spread, and in $82 he went to 
Rome. 

Jerome spent the reat of his life on 
the hillside above Bethlehem, govern- 
ing the little colony of monks and nuna, 
working on Nie famous translation. 
books of theology. He died 
n 420. 

A thousand years later there lived 
two other Jeromes of religion, both 
of them reformers. The first of them 
is called Jerome of Prague. He was 
born at Prague in the latter part of the 
fourteenth century, and is known as 
one of the strongest friends and sup- 
porters of Join Huss, the famous Ger- 
man reformer, 

Like the saint of the name, Jerome 
of Prague was well educated. He, too, 
traveled in Palestine. In 1407 he re- 
turned from his journeyings to his 
native land, and soon gained a wide- 
spread reputation because of the bril- 
liancy and enthusiasm of his sermons. 

When John Huss became  irvoived 
with the chunen authorities because 
of his teachings, Jerome hastened to 
his support. In 1414, when word came 
that Huss was under arrest tn Switser- 
land, Jerome started out immediately 
to support him. But he forgot to ob- 
tain & passport, and on his return to 
Prague for this necessary document 
he was himself arrested. He was put 
in chains and cast into a dungeon. 

Jerome was tried; and when he faced 
conviction, his courage failed, and he 
recanted. But after eight months of 
freedom, he regained his old-time 
courage, reasserted his views, and in 
1416 was burned for heresy. | 

Girolamo Savonarola, the second re- 
former of the name, was born in Italy 
a littie after the death of Jerome of 
Prague. In his short life of forty-six 
years Savonarola made himself one of 
the most famous men of the fifteenth 
century. Like Jerome and Jerome of 
Prague, he was well educated, and 
early decided to devote his life to re- 
ligion. He entered the Dominican or- 
der in 1475, and for fifteen years lived 
a simple monastic life. 

Then, suddenly, in 1490, he went to 
the monastery of San Marco at Flor- 
ence, and began to preach sermons 
that made all Italy listen. He thun- 
dered against the vices of the rich and 


poor alike; against the extravagance 
of the court of the Medicis, who then 
ruled Florence, and the extravagance 
of the clergy. He gained the support of 
the people, but he gained the enmity 
of the court. Finally, too, he was ex- 
communicated because of his teachings, 
and after he had defied the church by 
continuing to preach, he was burned 
at the stake. 

Two other men of the name whose 
lives had more than their share of ex- 
citement and adventure were Jerome 
Bonaparte and the Apache Chief Ge- 
ronimo. 

Jerome, the youngest brother of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, wae born in 17854. He 
entered the navy, and cruised in Euro- 
pean and American weters. In 1803, 
when war broke out between France 
and England, Jerome was cruising off 
the West Indios and was forced to 
take refuge in Kew’ York harbor. He 
stayed in the United States for about 
two years, and while here marriéd 
Miss Eligabeth Patterson of Baltimore. 
But when he returned to France, Na- 
poleon, in spite of Jerome's pleadings, 
deciared the marriage null, and for 
reasens of state forced him to marry 
Catherine, daughter of King Freder- 
ick I. of Wurttemberg. 

Catherine shared her success with 
Jerome when he reigned as King of 
Westphalia. Ard after ‘Napoleon's 
overthrow and the consequent down- 
fall of Jerome, she would listen to 
nene of the pleadings of her father to 
leave Jerome, but insisted on bearing 
with him all the misfortune and exile 
of his later life. 

Geronimo, the Apache chief, began to 
give trouble to settiers and soldiers tn 
the western part of the United States 
about 1884, and for several years led 
Gen. Crook, and later Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, an exciting chase into the 
heart of the Indian country. In 1886 
Miles finally captured Geronimo, and 
the one time Indian chief spent the 
rest of hie life at Fort Pickens, Fila. 
A modern Jerome of adventure is the 
Pineglish humorist, Jerome K. Jerome.
